18— (U P )—Promise of a $10,000 
reward gave Impetus today to the 
search for 12-year-old Peter Le­ 
vine, kidnaped Feb. 24 for $30,- 
000 ransom. 
The reward was approved by the 
state assembly as scores of G-men 
and local police continued a block- 
by-block hunt through New Ro­ 
chelle and nearby communities. It 
must be approved by the senate. 
Murray Levine, the boy’s father, 
reassured the kidnapers that they 
could negotiate with safety. 
“Police and federal agents have 
agreed to leave me entirely alone, 
and to permit me to deal with the 
kidnapers without 
interference," 
He said. “They will continue to do 
so." 
Levine said that he had received 
"a host of notes from extortioners 
and chiselers,” but no communi­ 
cation from the actual kidnapers 
since March I, when they assured 
him that Peter was safe.

NEW YORK, March 18 -(U P )— 
The tumult of New York stock ex­ 
change was stilled today when the 
decision of the governing board 
expelling Richard Whitney, five 
tim es president of the institution, 
was read from the rostrum. 
Floor traders, 
many 
of 
them 
long-time friends of the disgraced 
senior partner of Richard W hit­ 
ney & Co., turned to listen to 
Charles R. Gay. president, as he 
read the verdict that forever bar­ 
red W hitney from membership in 
the exchange. 
He said that W hitney—facing a 
IO to 20 year prison 
term 
for 
grand larceny—had 
been 
found 
guilty of wrongfully pledging the 
securities of the stock exchange 
gratuity fund, the estate of Eila 
Haggin McKee and the New York 
Yacht club, and had falsely ans­ 
wered a stock exchange question­ 
naire about the 
firm ’s 
financial 
condition. 
Whitney did not appear at his 
trial before the governing board 
yesterday, but sent a brief state­ 
ment admitting the charges, ex­ 
cept the one about the question­ 
naire. He said that w as merely a 
mistake. 
At the same time Gay announced 
the suspension for three years of 
Edwin D. Morgan Jr., and Henry 
D. M ygatt, partners of Whitney, 
under a rule which makes a mem­ 
ber of the exchange responsible for 
the acts of his firm. 
The governing board found that 
Morgan and M ygatt "had no know­ 
ledge of the wrongful acts of the 
firm . . . ”

BARCELONA, March 18— (U P) 
—Nationalist 
planes 
carried 
on 
their terroristic bombing of this 
capital of Loyalist Spain for the 
third consecutive day today, and, 
for the first time, accompanied 
their deadly explosives with de­ 
mands for immediate surrender. 
Today’s bombing were in relays 
as had been those of Thursday and 
Wednesday, and they added to the 
frightful carnage and intensified 
the panic and passion. 
Thursday, 
the planes dropped their last loads 
at 10:15 p. rn., and today they 
dropped their first at 1:20 a. rn. 
This was followed by raids at 4 
a. rn., 7 a. rn., and 9:35 a. rn. 
One of the planes showered the 
city with leaflets which read:— 
"Surrender or perish."

In the first four raids today, 
at least 5Q buildings were de­ 
stroyed or partially wrecked. Ap­ 
proximately 50 were added to the 
death toll, which had passed 1,000,

The new bombings also intensi­ 
fied an exodus of terrified citizens 
to tne comparative safety of the 
mountains which close Barcelona 
in on the sea.

New Device 
Proves Aid 
To Surgeon 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., March 18 
— (U P )—An 
improved 
type 
of 
electrocardiograph, which makes it 
possible for a surgeon to observe a 
patient’s heart action during an 
operation, was on display today 
at the General hospital. 
It is an invention of Dr. Frank 
E. Hoecker, of the department of 
physics at the University of Kan­ 
sas City, and Dr. Gramm Asher 
of the University of Kansas medi­ 
cal school. 
It was used during 
an operation yesterday for the 
first time. 
Electrical impulses set up by 
the 
patient's 
heart 
action 
are 
recorded on a revolving phospho­ 
rescent screen. 
The impulses ap­ 
pear on the screen as valves, and 
they grow less pronounced as the 
heart action slows. 
The electrocardiograph in gener­ 
al use makes only a protographic 
record, Dr. Asher explained. 
The 
record is not available until the 
film has been developed and dried. 
The process requires several min­ 
utes and patients have died on the 
operating table because of a fail­ 
ure of the heart muscle which 
might have been only temporary 
and could have been offset, had 
the surgeon noticed it immediately. 
The newly developed instrument 
has a metal cover and a slot be­ 
hind which the screen revolves. 
During an operation, it is Ola ted 
beside the table and the surgeon 
can watch it while he is operating.

The purge of Jews went on in 
even greater force, especially in 
governmental and cultural institu 
tions. 
Orchestra Nazified 
The Vienna philharmonic orches 
tra was Nazified, stripped of its 
Jewish members and 
placed 
in 
charge of Commissar Wilhelm Jer- 
ger, composer and contrabass of 
the orchestra. 
As the result of the Nazification 
of art dealers, the world in the 
future will be deprived of further 
dealings in rare A ustrian art trea­ 
sures. It was revealed th at an ad­ 
m inistrative decree had been is­ 
sued, prohibiting the sale or ex­ 
change of a rt 
treasures 
owned 
either privately or by cloisters or 
monasteries. 
Universities and institutions of 
higher learning throughout Aus­ 
tria will remain closed until April 
20, when they will 
reopen 
with 
solemn dedication ceremonies to 
Nazi ideology. Many changes in 
staffs were expected. 
Personal changes 
already 
are 
under way in the opera and other 
state-owned theatres throughout 
the country for the purpose of as­ 
suring the population th at in the 
future neither the voice of a Jew 
nor the words of a Jewish author 
will be heard from official plat­ 
forms. 
It was learned 
from 
Salzburg 
that Max Rinehart square there, 
named for the famous theatrical 
producer and former actor, would 
be re-named for a non-Jewish per­ 
sonage. 
The German Reichmark w-as cir­ 
culating in A ustria today as legal 
tender along with 
the

schilling in a ratio of one m ark to 
I ta schillings. The schilling 
will 
disappear after the population has 
become thoroughly fam iliar with 
the Reichmark. 
Decrees Issued 
Morning newspapers published 
three decrees by Fuehrer Hitler: 
1—Empowering the reich min­ 
ister of national economy to liqui­ 
date A ustrian currency and cus­ 
toms barriers whenever it is felt 
to be necessary. 
2—Merging A ustrian and Ger­ 
man national banks. 
Merging the adm inistration 
of the A ustrian federal railways 
with the German reich railways. 
Joseph Buerkel, German Nazi in 
charge of the April IO plebiscite, 
announced that the Nazi regime in 
A ustria would interfere with pri­ 
vate business only to the minimum 
necessary to guarantee the state’s 
existence.

Those things do not 
mean stomach discase— only stom­ 
ach 
symptoms, 
as 
you 
realize 


quickly enough when you connect 
in your mind the symptoms with 
the 
cause. 
W hat 
probably 
you 
don’t realize is that many disturb­ 
ances less easily recognizable pro­ 
duce stomach symptoms, when the 
connection between the two is not 
plain. 
Most "Stomach Disease” then, I 
should say, Is functional or reflex. 
What la Functional Disease? 
Functional disease—what do we 
mean by th a t? 
We mean symp­ 
toms 
without 
any 
anatomical 
basis. 
You have a brulee or an 
ulcer on your flnger-~the pain is 
very easily 
explained. 
But you 
have “neuritis” in your finger and 
you can put every nerve fiber in 
the vicinity under the microscope 
without finding anything in the 
least abnormal. 
The 
distinction 
between 
func­ 
tional 
and anatomic or organic 
disease is one that the diagnosti­ 
cian must mal;* at the very outset. 
“Patients,” said a great London 
physician, “who suffer from dis­ 
eases are many: those w'ho think 
they suffer from them are still 
more numerous. The two divisions 
comprise a very large section of 
the human race. The 
diagnosis 
between diseases of structure and 
disorder of function, may be by no 
means easy and it is necessary to 
make a careful Investigation ” 
The only common organic dis­ 
ease 
of 
the 
stomach 
Is 
ulcer. 
“Dropped 
stomach” 
occurs 
fre­ 
quently, but since in most cases no 
complaint Is made, It Is difficult to 
determine in the rest whether the 
complaint is on a functional or 
organic basis. 
But symptoms of any kind in 
the stomach can be caused reflexly 
by such faraway things as gall 
bladder infection, anemia, consti­ 
pation, 
alcoholism,

The survey of the am ount of com m ercial feeds sold in Ohio dis­ 
closes th a t farm ers in this sta te d ....... -........

bought 529,788 tons of mixed and 
unm ixed feeds in 1937. This was 
the largest tonnage sold in the 
sta te since 1930 and is nearly dou­ 
ble the am ount sold in 1932. 
Both economic and crop condi­ 
tions affect the feed sales in the 
feed sales in the state, 
but a 
glance a t the sales to tals from 
1929 to 1937 indicate th a t bad 
tim es have m ore effect on sales 
than bad crops. 
Ohio fan n ers 
m ight seem to be compelled to 
buy the m ost com m ercial feed in 
years when harvests here are poor­ 
est but the sales figures contradict 
th a t theory. 
Sales have Increased quite stead­ 
ily each year since 1932, but they 
decreased rapidly from 
1929 to 
1932. 
Two severe droughts in the 
period seem to have little effect on 
the trend of sales. 
S hort harvests 
in 1934 and 1936 apparently did I 
not boost sales appreciably. 
Times have changed since corn, I

Fred R. Nicholas, clerk of coun­ 
cil, hopes to have the notices on 
the city’s special election to be held 
April 26 in the mails by Saturday 
night. 
The special election, first in Cir­ 
cleville's history, will be on the 
street-lighting contract with the 
Columbus and Southern Ohio Elec­ 
tric Co. 
Notices will be sent to all who 
voted at the last municipal elec­ 
tion. Mr. Nicholas obtained 3,200 
notices. Ballot books show there 
were 3,120 voters registered at 
the last election. Printing of the 
notices was completed Thursday 
afternoon. 
City council passed the 10-year 
street-lighting ordinance on Nov. 
29, 1937. It was approved by Wil­ 
liam J. Graham, former mayor, on 
Dec. 9, 1937, On Dec. 28, a refer­ 
endum petition was filed against 
the contract. 
Council passed an 
ordinance on Jan. 19 to submit the 
issue to voters. The ordinance was 
approved immediately by Mayor 
W. E. Cady. 
Four in Each Precinct 
The special election will be held 
between 6:30 a. rn. and 6:30 p. rn. 
Since there are no candidates in­ 
volved the board of elections has 
reduced the number of workers to 
four in each precinct instead of six. 
Two will be judges and two will be 
clerks. The salary will be $5 in­ 
stead of the usual $8 for a gen­ 
eral election. The issue is decided 
by a m ajority vote. 
The question to be submitted to 
voters is “Shall ordinance No. 971 
passed by the council of the City 
of Circleville on the 29th day of 
November, 
1937, providing for a 
ten-year contract between the City 
of Circleville and the Columbus 
and Southern Ohio Electric Com­
